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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-6 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to independent claims 1 and 9, note is made of the limitation "fluid supply 
system, which makes possible a fluid-proof joining of the bearing [shells/plates] which 
are to be exchanged, and have different fluid channels" in combination with the rest of 
the limitations in the claims. 

Note is also made, of the benefit of the above-mentioned limitation, in the 
specification, on page 3, 1st full paragraph. 

(b) The closest reference Trionfetti (US Patent 6,657,341 B2 henceforth "Trionfetti"), 
in combination with Okumura (US Patent 5,255,566 henceforth "Okumura"), discloses a 
similar invention as set forth in the Office Action mailed on 01/1 1/2008. 

However, Thonfetti, alone or in combination with Okumura, does not disclose or 
provide motivation for the above-mentioned limitation as defined in the claims. 

(c) Therefore, the prior art does not disclose or provide motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned limitation in combination with the rest of the limitations claims 1 and 9, 
respectively.
